The  principle  of  the 
classification  is  to  include  Government  officers  performing  special  duties  in  the  groups  to  which  they  are  most  nearly  related.  Thus,  Government  officers 
have  been  classified  in  such  groups  as  the  following,  namely  those  engaged  in  charity,  health,  education,  railway  and  tramway  traffic,  postal  service, 
engineering  (civil  and  mechanical),  agriculture,  mining,  etc. 
(&)  The  number  of  women  engaged  in  agricultural  and  dairying  pursuits  varies  with  the  time  of  the  year.  Besides  the  1,735  women,  shown  in  this  Table  as 
employed  in  agriculture  at  the  Census  of  1901,  there  were  some  2,500  others  employed,  partly  in  connection  with  agriculture  aud  partly  in  domestic  duties.
